NEW YORK (AP) — A ccnbnaot 
compromise in the steel industry 
—consisting of substantial worker 
benefits of the welfare type plus 
a modest wage increase—is being 
•uggested informally by the gov­ 
ernment 
as negotiations resume 
here today. 
Four-man

representing 
the United Steelworkers of Ameri­ 
ca and the 12 largest steel com­ 
panies meet after a weekend re­ 
cess. 
The current three-year contract 
in the basic steel industry expires 
eight days from now. If no agree­ 
ment 
on 
a 
new 
contract 
is 
reached 
by 
then. 
500,000 union 
members 
will 
almost 
certainly 
strike in plants that produce 90 
per cent of the nation’s steel. 
The negotiations, which started 
May 5, are still deadlocked. 
Although President Eisenhower 
has declared the government shall 
maintain an official hands-off poli­ 
cy, it was learned in Washington 
the government was sounding out 
both sides on the compromise sug­ 
gestion. 
Everything being done in behalf 
of the compromise proposal was 
very informal. But the behind-the- 
acenes activities of some govern­ 
ment officials were increasing as 
the contract expiration grew clos­ 
er. 
The industry held out for weeks 
for a one-year freeze on wages 
and other benefits, contending that 
this would help curb inflation. The 
union has been demanding a sub­ 
stantial 
wage 
increase—not 
yet 
specified—along with a cut in the 
normal 40-hour work week 
and 
other benefits. 
Stripped of the fanfare and win­ 
dow d r e s s i n g tihe tvegsfei attorns 
once more have become a test 
of economic strength.

show no reluctance about saying 
they expect a strike. They have 
been preparing openly for one for 
months.

Customers have been alerted to 
the possibility of a strike and the

Dr. Chester Williams,

for East Baton Rouge Parish, and 
a psychiatrist said Ixing was suf­ 
fering from paranoid schizophren­ 
ia—delusions of persecution. Long 
was ordered taken to the mental 
hospital for observation and treat­ 
ment. 
Long, who was on his way to 
the capital to resume executive 
powers when he was arrested, has

legal rights. Joseph Arthur Sims 
of Hammond, La., was named his 
chief counsel.
